MANILA, July 18.—The British 
steamship Chinese Prince has finally 
filed a bond, and sailed today. The 
amount of the bond, $25,000, covers 
the fine of 50,000 pesos which the 
collectér of the customs here im 
posed when it was discovered that 
2000 packages were missing from 
her cargo upon her arrival in Manila 
from New York via Penang. These 
packages had been confiscated by the 
British authorities at Penang be- 
cause some of the consignees had, 
it wag reported, been blacklisted by 
the British. 

After the vessel's departure today 
court p ngs were begun in 
connectio th an appeal made by 
her agents against the payment of 
the fine. The Spanish vessel Eiza- 
guirre, which reported upon arrival 
at Iloilo on Sunday that the British 
authorities at Singapore had taken 
off 600 packages of cargo bound for 
Manila, reached here today. Her of- 
ficers. report that they filed a pro- 
test with the Spanish Consul at 
Singapore, who in turn commun!- 
cated this protest to the American 
Consul, and that the latter declared 
he was unauthorized to accept the 
protest. The Eizaguirre’s captain re- 
ports also that the British seized 104 
sacks of Manila mall, returning them 
to the vessel after eight hours. The 
local postal authorities are unable to 
state at this time whether any pack- 
ages were confiscated from the sacks.

Imperial Mutual Companies 
Agree on Programme. 


Control of Irrigation Ditch 
Settling Basin Recommended 
by Engineer, 


WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
EL CENTRO, July 18.—Direc- 
tors of the thirteen mutual water 
companies of the valley met in 
joint consuitation at the invitation 
of the Imperial irrigation district at 
the Masonic Temple today, to con- 
sider plans for a programme em- 
bracing irrigation, river protection 
and silt diversions. 

Following an expository talk by 
Chief Engineer Rockwood of the dis- 
trict, which took up the morning 
sesion, the directors of the mutuals 
met in executive session and adopted 
& resolution calling upon the dis- 
trict to appoint an advisory engi- 
neering board of four to go over the 
proposals submitted by the district 
for a control gate in Mexico and a 
new intake 6500 feet up the river 
from the present intake, for the 
construction of a settling basin be- 
tween it and Hanlon's heading. 

BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 

The resolution provided that the 
engineering board should be made 
up of the State Engineer, two engi- 
neers to be appointed by the mu- 
tuals, and the fourth by the i 
tion district. After amendment to 
Temove a restriction against the em- 
ployment of outside engineers the 
resolution was adopted by the direc- 
tors at the afternoon meeting. 

Rockwood estimated the cost of 
the settling basin at $750,000, which 
he said would be saved in one year. 
He declared the silt could be re- 
moved for 5 cents a yard where now 
the average is 80 cents, and indi- 
rectly would permit the district to 
divert any flow in the Colorado. The 
estimated cost of the control gate is

FRIEND TAKEN. 


Maj. Ben Truman Dies After 
Six Months’ Iliness. 


Famous as Journalist, Author 
and Bon Vivant. 


Pounded Mere than 
Western Postoffices. 


Maj. Ben C. Truman, one of the/ 


most interesting newspaper figures 
in the United States, distinguished 
as a journalist, author, treveler and 
bon vivant, who probably had been 
personally acquainted with a larger 
mumber of the great characters of 
American history than any man in 
Los Angeles, died at 6:45 o'clock 
yesterday morning at his home, the 
Hotel Leighton, No. 2127 West Sixth 
street, after an iliness of six months. 

Maj. Truman was in his eighty- 
first year. He leaves the widow and 
one daughter, Miss Georgie Tru- 


man. 

The funeral will be held this after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock at the family 
residence, No. 6207 Pasadena ave- 
nue, and will be strictly private, in 
accordance with the expressed 
wishes ‘of Maj. Truman. The serv- 
ices will be conducted by Rev. Harry 
Thompeon, rector of the Church of 
the Angels, Garvanza, and the tn- 
terment will be in Evergreen Ceme- 


NOTABLE CAREER. 

Benjamin Cummings Truman was 
born in Providence, R. I., October 
26. 1835. He was educated in the 
public and private schools of Provi- 
dence and Boston. He taught schoo! 
in Canterbury, N. H.. at the age of 
17; learned to set type at 18, and 
from 1854 to 1860 was a compositor 
and proofreader on the New York 
Times. He then became a reporter 
on the Philadelphia Press. 

In 1849 he married Aucusta Mal- 


-jlard. He went to Nashville, Tenn., 
as captain on the staff of Andrew i 


Johnson, then military Governor of 
Tennessee, in March, 1862. He 
served in the Army of the Cumber- 
land as a staff officer, and was also 
correspondent of the New York 
Times during this period. After the 
death President Lincoln he was 
on ent Johnson's staff for 
eighteen months. 

He then came to California as a 
special] agent for the Postoffice De- 
partment. In 1870 he was census 
marshal of Southern California, and 
later was special agent for the 
Treasury Department. 

IN GOVERNMENT SERVICE. 


Maj. Truman was a great traveler 


and had been in China, Japan, Ha- 
wall and Alaska for the government 
and. made four tripe to Europe on 
government missions. He also trav- 
eled tn Egypt, Algiers, Morocco and 
Palestine as mt for the 
San Francisco Chronicle. 

Fle was assistant chief floricul- 
turiet at the World's Columbian Ex- 
position and one of the California 
commissioners at the Paris Exposi- 
tion in 1900. He had also served as 
a Yosemite Valley commissioner. 
He was a companion of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion and a 
member of prominent clubs. 

Among his writings were “See 
How It Sparkles.” “The South Dur- 
ing the War.’ “Semi-tropical Cali- 
fornia,” “Occidental Sketchés,” 
“Summer and + Winter Resorts in 
California,” “From the Crescent City 
to the Golden Gate,” “Homes and 
Happiness in the Golden State, 
“The Field of Honor,” “History of 
the World's = in 
paigning in Tennessee, asq 
the Bandit.” “Divorced on the Des- 
ert” and others. 

FOUNDER OF POSTOFFICES. 

Maj. Truman went to San Fran- 
cisco In 1866 by stage coach from 
Kansas City as a special agent for 
the Postoffice Department. During 


j the three years he was in this posi- 


tion he established more than 100 
postoffices in California, Nevada and 
Arizona, including those of Reno, 
Wadsworth, Riverside, Pasadena 
and Phoenix: 

He blished many maf? routes 
and re-established the old Butter- 
field mall route between Los Angeles 
and Santa Fe which had been put 
out of service during the Civil War 
on account of the disunion feeling 
in Southern Arizona, 

xas and New Mexico.

RE RESCUED FROM - 


BARREN ROCK THE PACIFIC. 


Crew of the Kea, Stranded on Geronimo Island A fter Fire 
in Midocean, Subsist Long on Shell Fish and Sea 


Water Distilled from .Vessel’s Whistle. 


ESCUED barely in time to save 
R him from death by starvation 

on a barren island rock in the 
Pacific Ocean, where he had been 
stranded for more than two weeks, 
with only shellfish to eat and semi- 
purified sea water, made potable by 
means of an improvised condenser, 
Capt. Theodore L, Curtis, prominent 
boat builder and old-time sea cap- 
tain, yesterday returned to his home, 
No. 918 Atlantic avenue, Long 


Beach, after an absence of two 


months. With him ‘came his crew 
of three.eailors on the schooner Kea. 
Although more than 60 years old 
and worn by the harships and ter- 
rors he had undergone, Capt. Curtis 
was still “on deck” last night, and 
immediately set about revising the 
notebook log he had kept of what 
he terms the most wonderful voy- 
age in a lifetime spent in sailing the 
seven seas in all manner of craft. 
His story is verified in every respect 
by his rescuers, the crew of the 
Freda, chartered by Arthur C. 
Blackman, of this city. 

Shipwreck, starvation, a fire at sea 
with distillate tanks scattered about 
the deck, and finally the last des- 
perate row in a small boat through 


stormy seas in an endeavor to at-/j 


tract the attention of a passing boat, 
were incidents of the trip. But the 
most trying period of the entire 
voyage to Capt. Curtis was the reac- 


tion after he had been saved. 


INSPECTION TRIP. 


“I left Long Beach May 22,” he 
last night “The International 


ing Company, of which A. 
ndoval is president, wanted me to 
go to Turtle Bay to inspect one of 
its boats. 
“I went as far as San Quentin in 
@ patrol boat. Here they gave me 
a seventy-five-ton distillate schogn- 
er, the Kea. I had with me three 
Mexicans, Pedro Duarte, engineer; 
Jose Moreno, cook, and a deck- 
hand named Gvadalupe Castro. The 
trip to Turtle Bay passed without 
incident. I inspected the boat and 
we started back. Then trouble be- 
gan. 
“The second night out of Turtle 
Bay the cook started a fire by being 
careless while making coffee. It was 
1 o'clock in the morning and I knew 
we had a leaky distillate tank on 
the after deck. The boards were 
soaked with distillate that had es- 
caped from this tank, and by the 
time we realized what had happened 
the flames were shooting masthead 


“There was a heavy sea running 
and we had only two life preservers 
and a small lifeboat. We would not 
have had a chance if that fire had 
ever got to the tanks. I grabbed 
my mattress and wound it around 
the leaky distillate tank, holding it 
there while my men fought the 
flames. I yelled at them that they 
must put out that fire. Finally 
our two fire extinguishers we got 
the flames under control. 

ENGINES BREAK DOWN. 

“But this was only the start of 


our troubles, for no sooner had we 
cleared up the charred embers than 
our engines stopped. We put up 


what fl we could, but the wind 
was gainst us. engineer 
| worked all that night and finally got 
again, 


We 


é 


chugged along 150 
miles south of San Quentin, where 
the patrol boat was, when the en- 
gines sputtered and died completely. 
There was no fixing them that time. 

“For a day we washed about, try- 


ing to make headway with our sails. | 


Then we sighted a small fishing boat 
coming down. The captain of this 
boat towed us to Geronimo Island. 
This island is about one and one- 
half miles long and half a mile 
wide. It is nothing but a rock, 
without an occupant except birds. 


i There was no water. The fishermen 


said they would be back in a day 
or so, and anyway I expected the 
patrol boat from San Quentin would 

coming down iookirig for us, as 
we were late then. 

“So they left us. We never did 
see that fishing boat again. When 
our little supply of water gave out 
I took the steam whistle from our 
djsabled boat, and using. two large

“We were on that island fifteen 
days. For food we fished and ate 
abalone.

‘THE TERRIBLE “IT.” 

The resolution to perform a certain 
action—and to perform it at once—is too 
often paralyzed by a haunting doubt, a trem- 
ulous sense of insecurity, and to this fear 


of the consequences can be traced most of 
the misfortunes that overtake humanity. 
The terrible “it,” the something we can’t 
shake off, potent although fllogical, is a 
real ghost, the only evil spirit on earth to 
be laid at any cost for the peace and secu- 
rity of mankind. 

With the Democratic administration in 
/Washington, new to the problems of State- 
eraft, the terrible “it” took the form of 
watchful waiting, and a desolate and em- 
bittered Mexico is the consequence. Among 
the courts and chancellorships of Burope, 
old at the game of subterfuge, the same 
terrible “it” worked for years through 
channels of devious diplomacy and at last 
laid a continent In ashes. 
. President Wilson's “native hue of resolu- 
tion was sicklied o'er with the pale cast of 
thought” and so induced him to attempt to 
ward off a threatened bogey by a policy of 
words and inaction. European kings and 
statesmen, with the same dread of conse- 
quences in the back of their brains, hoped 
by secretly forestalling the other fellow 
and cloaking their own aggressive designs 
to gain their objects and yet avert an open 
clash of arms, a fear always haunting their 
counci] chambers like an evil spirit. 

If ever the truth that it is better to agree 
quickly with your adversary while you are 
in the way with him needed exemplification, 
that truth has been luridly illustrated by 
the last two disastrous years in Burope 
and in Mexico. : 

The ominous tempest was not retanéed. 
but hastened by the attempts to dodge it 
through hole-and-corner diplomacy in Lon- 
don, Paris and Berlin; it was heightened, 
not lessened, through the masterly inactiv- 
ity displayed in Washington. Where the 
issues involved were more widespread, the 
subsequent disaster was the more appall- 
ing. Im Mexico the storm has not yet 
reached its full force. Our watchful wait- 
ers have not yet reaped the whirlwind. 
That will be left as a legacy for their suc- 
cessors. 

Every now and then the world produces 
men to whom the terrible “it” is a thing 
unknown; the moulding, not the dread, of 
eonsequences is the one impulse both of 
heart and brain. Such men Were Bismarck 
and Disraeli; and in our own country, of 
course, Grant and Lincoln. Never before 
did Bufope so greatly need the advent of 
such a man and never were the signs so 
inauspicious for his production. 

In America, too, we look for a 
leader of the dominant type, a leader to 
unravel the Mexican tangle or, if need be, 
by one bold sfroke to cut the Gordian knot; 
to see that this country fills a noble part in 
the world adjustments to follow the greater 


of all nations into the way of permanent 
peace. : 

And such a man for America the time 
and the necessity have produced. The 
greatest political party in the history of 
this or any other country has placed him 
at the head of its legions. During the next 
four years the eyes of all men will be fixed 
on Charies E. Hughes, the hopes of civil- 
ization will center on his actions; and, judg- 
ing by his past record, his known firmness 
and swiftness in doing, the confidence of 
this nation in its boundless destiny will 
not be expressed through him in vain. 


AILROAD STRIKERS TAKE NOTICE. 
“Under Section 3995 of the United 
‘States statutes “any person who shall know- 
ingly and wilifully obstruct or retard the 
passage of the mail, or any carriage, horse, 
driver or carrier carrying the same, shall 
for every such offense be pudishable by a 
fine of not more than $100, and if two or 
more persons agree to stop d railway car 
on which the United States mail is car- 
ried, then, under Section 5440 of the United 
States revised statutes, each person is lia- 
ble to a penalty of $10,000 and two years’ 
imprisonment.”

| im Clune vs. U. 8. 159, U. S. 590, held that 


“Congress has the power to enact a statute 
making a conspiracy do an act a greater 
crime than the doing 6? the act itself.” 

If a railway company employs a non- 
union engineer or fireman or conductor or 
brakeman to take the place of a striker 
on a train on which the United States mail 
is carried and a number of strikers stop 
the train, all the strikers who participate 
in the act or aid in it or abet it are held to 
be guilty of conspiracy and each may be 
fmprisoned for two years and fined $10,000. 
Some years ago there was a strike among 
the railway employees in Northern Arizona, 
but the being advised -of the law, 
uncoupled only the freight and passenger 
cars ang allowed the locomotive and mail 
car to proceed without detention. If it be 
true that arrangements are in ‘progress to 
have the United States take over and con- 
duct all the railroads in the United States 
in the event of a nation-wide strike being 
declared by railroad train hands, that would 
not mean government ownership or even 
permanent government control of the roads. 
It would mean only that the government 


present railway employees and would em- 
ploy men to take the places of the strikers, 
and whenever all danger of disturbance had 
ceased would restore the roads to the com- 
panies.

country usually reveal, among 
men who imagine themselves per- 
fectly strong and fit, only one in 
seven as acceptable under the strict 
standards of health that are re 
quired. The nation confronts a con- 
dition of individual unpreparedness 
which would, were our total popula- 
tion much smaller, national 
disaster. 
We have lived in a fool’s paradise 


while we laid to our souls the flat- 


tering unction that our bodies are 
better machines’ than are those of 
Europeans. Military tests of the av- 
erage man, here as well as abroad, 


carried out only during the past dec- 
ade continue still to find 90 per 
cent. of the children, in some man- 
ner or degree, laboring under bodily 
handicaps. Rapidly as we are cor- 
recting this condition the big, main 
fact is distinctly appalling. 

If the free born American citizen 


were offered, at a price within his 


means, the most valuable feature of 
the superb medical care exacted for 
themselves by the reigning mon- 
archs of Europe, would he haughtily 
reject it? There is a physician-in- 
ordinary to every royal family, while 
physicians-in-extraordinary are re 
tained as consultants. The duty of 
the royal physician-in-ordinary is to 
supervise all the conditions under 


his most frequent office, as well as 
the besetting bane of his existence, 


at once as to the countless minor 
ailments his patients bring to his 
attention—ailments from which roy- 
alty is no more immune than the 
rest of humanity. And that is not 
because royalty is peculiarly pre- 
disposed to hypochondria. We can 
all remember what happened to the 
family doctor who came to treat 
Uncle Jim for his game leg and had 
to run the gauntlet of Aunt Annie's 
asthma and little Willie’s hives. It 
is instinctive, whenever the doctor 
is at hand, for us to take every 
safeguard for our health. Yet it 


when he is not at hand, to 


neglect seeking him out. 


There has been under way for 
several years past a movement, now 
national in its scope, which aims at 
the conservation of health and of 
life through periodic exeminations 
applied to persons presumably...in 
good physical condition. It is the 
real ounce of prevention, worth lim- 
itless pounds of cure. Had it been 
universal ten years ago the probabil- 
ity'is that, instead of only one out 
of seven volunteers proving accept- 


| able, there would now be four out 


of seven fit to face the hardships. 
of a campaign. 

The idea is by no means a mill- 
tary consideration any more than we 
are a military people. It provides 
a betterment applicable to the peace 
conditions in which we ordinarily 
live, the peace conditions in which 
the great majority of us must have 
our being even during the term of 
a possible war. Periodic examina- 
tions of our adult population would 


i serve uses much more immediately 


practical than any mere staving off 
of death which, to the average per- 
son, is the one danger to be guarded 
against. ‘ 
We can be very scientific about 
it and call it the personal aspect of 
euthenics, the science of interpret- 
ing one’s inherent resources in 
light of an ideal environment and 
of conforming one’s life to physio- 
logic requirements. But it is much 
simpler than that. Periodic medical 
examination will disclose, at their 
beginnings and often when they can 
be halted, defects bearing on the 


appearing in the breathing, in the 
digestion, in circulation, in elimina- 
tion of waste matters. It is really 
rescue work, first aid at the first 
symptoms, a stoppage of leaks 
which, previously undetected, are 
liable to progress to losses which 
must prove irreparable. 

We should remember always that 
the body, to do its perfect work, 
must not only possess a set of sound 
organs from\ which shall spring the 
power to perform serenely their ap- 
pointed functions, but must preserve 
also the bones and thews of the 
beautifully-devised and admirably- 
perfected structure which consti- 
tutes the efficient container of those 
organs. Periodic examinations af- 
ford the warnings which are the 
best precautions against voluntary 
and involuntary neglects and abuses 
that ynderlie deterioration of bodies 
framed by their Maker for many 
more years of usefulness and happi- 
ness than commonly they afford.
